Tt was learned that both parents of MARY BARTON were dead, She 
formerly resided with Mr. and Mrs, GEORGE PEAKE, 215th Street and Broadway, 
who then resided at about 157 West 58th Street. 


In the report it was alse disclosed that GRUND OEFER married rnoranosoxe 
who had’ an illegitimate son named JERRY BARTON. It was disclosed that’ on 
July 17, 1932 FLOPENCE and WILLIAM GRUNDHOEFER adopted MARY BARTON and took 
care of her education, 


Investigation disclosed that JACK COLT formerly operated a speak- 
easy at 13 East 3lst Street, New York City, The criminal record as set out 
above was included in the investigation. 


According to the investigation, in 1936 MARY BARTON met GEORGE 
SECs eeeshemenrne Te: JRe and an illegitimate child was born to her in New 
York City &n about 1937. It was alleged that half a million dollar trust 
fund had been set up for the child's care during its life, It was also 
pointed out that MARY BARTON had also been married to WEBSTER PHILIPS and 
to a man named WOODRUFF, both degenerates. It was noted that HAPTFORD 
was the son of EDWARD HARTFORD and is an heir to the A & P COMPANY fortune. 


CARUTHERS EWING, Attorney for HARTFORD, advised the police that 
MARY BARTON had written a letter to Mrs. JO OLT, postmarked 9 a.me, 
Station M, September 8, 1941, on stationery of the Hotel Belvidere, 319 
West 48th Street, New York City. 


Mr, EWING, in the presence of Detective WILLIAM FLORENCE, who 
handled the case, and KARL GREBOW, who handled the case for the District 
Attorney's Office, New York City, telephoned Mr. ARTHUR J. PHALEN, 810 
Colorado Building, Washington, D. C,, and verified the fact that the 
suicide note had been sent to him by FLORENCE COLT and the original was 
in his possession. “A photostat was obtained. 


At this time PHALEN also told EWING, according to the New York 
City Police Department's report, that PHALEN had proof of prior attempts 
by MARY BARTON to commit suicide once in Paris about five years previous 
and once in Los Angeles at the COLT home a year and a half previous. 
PHALEN is alleged to have stated that HARTFORD was being blackmailed by 
the COLIS. 


The following is the suicide note allegedly written by MARY 
BARTON :

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was simply trying to get control of the trust fund. He said that his in- 
vestigation disclosed no indication of prostitution on the part of 

FLORENCE COLT. He said that their case had been closed December 16, 1941 
with the*conclusion of suicide, but that as a result of newspaper articles 


in connection with the custody suit filed by WILLIAM pau they had 
opened it to make other inquiries in January 1943. 


Newspaper clippings regarding the MARY BARTON Case from the New 
York Daily News and the New York Journal—American were obtained from the 
personal file of Mr. WILLIAM L. GRUNDHOEFER, 309 West 57th Street, New 
York City, and were forwarded to the Miami Field Division by air mail 
special delivery on September 24, 1945. 


Confidential Informant T~1 made available clippings and file 
on the MARY BARTON Case, and it was noted that with the exception of two 
clippings, September 12th and September 17, 1941, all others had been 
furnished in the above-mentioned letter to Miami. Information in the re- 
maining clippings is included in those sent and consequently will not be 
forwarded,

From the confidential file of T-l the following/letter was made 
available. This letter was dated January 18, 1943 and was from T. EDWARD 
DANTE. It bore no return address but was postmarked "Springfield, 
Massachusetts", In this letter the individual stated that MARY CHASTAIN 
was born of a "distinguished Southern family in Alabama" and that both of: 
her parents were dead. She has one sister and did have an aunt and uncle, 
Mr. and Mrs. GEORGE PEAKE, 145 West 77th Street. According to DANTE, 
MARY BARTON left the PEAKE!s custody in 1931 and was later adopted by the 
GRUNDHOEFER's,. He stated that JOHN COLT worked for the PWA in "Jersey" at 
&80 a month during 1935 and claimed he could not enter New York State or 
own property in the state, 


DANTE alleged that FLORENCE COLT “coached" MARY’ to get money out 
of HUNTINGTON HARTFORD and stated that MARY BARTON told Mrs. GEORGE PEAKE 
that FLORENCE COLT once stated: "HUNTINGTO RIFORD has plenty of money 
and we've got to get some of it while we can", DANTE alleged "the baby 
didn't just happentt, and that after the settlement was made and the trust 
fund set up both FLORENCE COLT .(who was then FLORENCE GRUNDHOEFER) and 
Subject COLT divorced their respective spouses and were married« He noted 
that they had the same lawyer and same witnesses for the divorces, 


DANTE accused Subject COLT of stating: "I don't need Mary any 
more to get money out of Hartford", He also said that Subject COLT re- 
marked to a friend after MARY'ts death “Too bad, I was just getting ready 
to hit Hartford for another million", |

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Mr. DANTE stated that Subject COLT was known to him also by 
the names of JACK STERN and JACK WINCKLESTIIN,. 


Mr. CAMPBELL, New York Journal~American, South Street, New 
York City, made available the newspaper clippings in the library of that 
paper. No clippings in addition to those already furnished the Office of 
Origin were located with the exception of one dated April 16, 1937 which 
discussed 4a "strip-tease” dance of MARY BARTON then being featured at the 
Jimmy Kelly Club, Greenvich Village, New York City, All information in 
the other clippings was included in same, 


Miss ROSE HIGGS, 140 Claremont Avenue, New York City, Was con= 
tacted in an effort to find WILLIAM_L.IGRUNDHOEFER. She was not aware of 
his present whereabouts but stated that GRUNDHOEFER was prone to exaggerate, 
and she recalled hearing him discuss the $500,000 trust fund set up for 
EDWARD BARTON COLT and making the statement that he planned to get posses 
sion of the child and of that money, ‘She said that his interest seemed to 
be principally in the money and that he bragged about low rich he would be 
if he could succeed, 


GUIDO and VIRGIN MINA CASERTA, 344 West 17th Street, Apartment 
3B, verified information set out above in the police department report and 
stated that MARY BARTON!s child, whom they referred to as "BUZZIE", is 
presently in the custody of the COLT's whom they stated received approxi= 
mated $1200 a month from the trust fund set up by TINGTON HARTFORD » 
They pointed out that FLORENCE COLT and Subject COLT signed the birth ~~ 
certificate of EDWAMD BARTOM COLT as the father and mother and claimed the 
child as their own, They recalled that one time MARY BARTON wired the 
COLT's in California for $200 to make a payment on her Pontiac automobile, 
The COLT's refused to give her any money or to allow her to see the child. 


The CASERTA's pointed out that MARY BARTON had been married to 
WEBSTER PHILIPS and BART WOODRUFF and had received divorces from both of 
these men, 


They said that they had known MARY BARTON since 1940 and had 
lived with her in the Windsor Hotel and the Belvidere hotel, New York 
Citys They knew that MARY BARTON received a flat money settlement from 
GEORGE HUNTINGTON HARTFORD after the birth of the child and said that 
she gave the monsy to charity. They said that she had accepted no money 
for herself, 


The CASERTA's said that they last saw MARY BARTON in July 1941 
when they left to play an engagement in Buffalo, New York, Prior to that 
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time they had lived together, Mrs. CASERTA said MARY BARTON had just 
written her a letter a short time before her death outlining a new dance 
act and suggesting that they come back and obtain booking together, 


The CASERTA's said’ that MARY BARTON had told them that she 
wanted the child back because she was not satisfied with the way the COLT's 
were caring for him. According to them, the child was never told of its 
correct parents and that MARY BARTON in the child's presence referred to 
him as her brother. 


They denied offers of money or trips to South America to prevent 
their giving information. It should be noted that Mr. CASERTA is presently 
in the United States Navy. 


The records of the Surrogate Court, New York County Hall of 
Records, Chambers and Centre Streets, New York City, disclosed under Number 
Al8s8 in the year 1941, Litigation over the estate of MARY CHASTAIN 
GRUNDHOEFER, also known as MARY BARTON. The attorney for WILLIAM L, 
R who was seeking custody of the child and an accounting ofthe 
estate, was LEWIS LEEDS. The names of the attorneys for JOHN COLT were 
given as KAREISON & KAREISON by MORTON G. ROSENBERG. 


The allegation on the part of GRUNDHOEFER was that benefits of 
the $250,000 to $500,000 trust fund in favor of EDWARD BARTON COLT wore 
being paid to FLORENCE COLT monthly but were not’ being used for the child's 
benefit, The “petition twas filed January 9, 1943, and a discovery order 
was requested asking that JOHN COLT appear and also that HUNTINGTON HARTFORD , 


JR. appear» TE ee 


There was an affidavit in the file from VIRGIN MINA CASERTA, also 
known as TANGIA, stating that MARY BARTON had told her that her son, EDWARD 
BARTON COLT, was born on August 8, 1938 in New York City while she was then 
living with Subject COLT and FLORENCE COLT. In her affidavit, she also 
stated that MARY had consulted an attorney prior to her death in an effort 
to get back her child. She stated that on May 14, 1941 GEORGE HUNTINGTON 
HARTFORD, JR. had visited MARY BARTON at the Hotel Belvidere in her presence 
and discussed the child and his trust fund, On January 12, 1943 the appli- 
cation to order HUNTINGTON HARTFORD to appear was denied, Notice of appeal 
was given on the same date. No further action was takens 


Mr. EMIL K. ELLIS, 1270 Sixth Avenue, New York City, advised that he 
had met MARY BARTON in California, and several months before her death had 
been consulted by her in New York City concerning the custody of her child, 

At that time MARY BARTON told him that she was afraid that the HARTFORD's" 
would try to obtain custody of the child and asked his counsel in the matter,

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He said that she never consulted him further, and that he had no knowledge 
of any action actually taken by the HARTFORD!s to obtain custody of the 
child. 

Mr, WILLIAM LOUIS GRUNDHOEFER, 309 West 57th Street, Apartment 
1608, (Office, 250 West 37th StrEs > Garé Of"KEYSTONE Organization), ad 
vised that he first met FLORENCE MIXER in Bennington, Vermont, in 1913, 
He said that she was working in jere at the time, Later in about 
1921 he saw her in a restaurant in New York City and married her on 
October 21, 1922 at New York City. He said that she was originally from 
North Adams, Massachusetts. He believed she was born in Clarksburg, 
Massachusetts. 





GRUNDHOEFER admitted that at the time he knew FLORENCE MIXER in 
New York City prior to their marriage she was a prostitute and was operat= 
ing as such at two different locations. He said that she had an apartment 
with an individual known as NETTIE GRIFFIN at 180 Claremont Avenue, New 
York City, which he believed to be Apartment #3 on the first floor. He 
said that she also worked as a prostitute for a madam whose name he could 
not recall who operated a "call house! on the corner of 52d Street and 
Broadway which he believes to be 225 West 52d Street which is now the Alvin 
Hotel, He recalled that one girl who was also working as a prostitute at 
this location was named JEAN MURTHA, and he believes the’ latter individual 
later contacted FLORENCE around 1933 or 1934 in reference to trouble that 
she had become involved in with the Newark police. 


GRUNDHOEFER said that prior to his marriage, he told FLORENCE 
MIXER that he was willing to forgive and to forget her past provided she 
would admit all of her activity, He said that at this time she admitted 
she had been operating as a prostitute in New York City for four to five 
years previous to 1922 and admitted operating at the corner of 52d Street 
and Broadway as well as at 180 Claremont Avenues GRUNDHORFER stated that 
he had visited her at both places but at no time had paid money to her, 


GRUNDHOEFER said that sometime after their marriage, which he 
recalled to be subsequent to the death of FLORENCE!s mother, she admitted 
to him that she had an illegitimate child named JERRY whose father was 
believed to be a man named READ of North Adams, Massachusetts, and asked 
that he come to live with thems GRUNDHOEFER said that the boy lived with 
them in New York City but was not adopted by him. He said the boy used 
the stage name of JERRY BARTON but nad also used the name of GRUNDHOEFER,. 
He recalled that this individual became involved in trouble in 1936 and 
received two years suspended sentence on sone charges

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Se See recalled that it was through JERRY BARTON 
that he and ENCE knew Y°BARTON, whose true name was MARY CHASTAIN. 
He said that MARY and JERRY met while attending public school in New York 
City and as a result of the acquaintanceship he and FLORENCE legally 
adooted MARY CHASTAIN. He produced record shoving that the adoption was 
recorded in Volume 107, Page 271, Number 5228, County Court of Queens, 
Jamaica, Long Island. Adoption took place on July 19, 1932, MARY BARTON 
was born January 29, 1915. 


GRUNDHOEFER said that FLORENCE's father is also dead, He said 
that he was not familiar with her background in North Adams, He said that 
he had no knowledge of FLORENCE's ever being in.Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
or practising prostitution there, He said that he was divorced in about 
1936 from FLORENCE and that she had obtained the divorce in Florida. He 
understood that she married JACK COLT, 


He said that he had never met Subject COLT although he had found 
out that he was a bootlegger and had operated out of the SUPREME BAR AND 
GRILL, 13 East 31st Street. He recalled that some officer in the New York 
City Police Precinct near that address gave him that information, He also 
heard that COLT had gone to New Jersey and had become mixed up in the ~ 
operation of a coal yard during 1937 and 1939 but had no other details, 


GRUNDHOEFER also produced a photostatic copy of the birth certifi-~ 
cate of EDWARD BARTON COLT obtained by him which indicated that the father 
of the child was JOHN COLT, 2927 North West 12th Street, Miami, Florida, 

‘ and the mother was FLORENCE COLT, same address, The child was born August 

12, 1938 at the Le ROY SANTMARIUM, 40 Hast 61st Street, New York City, The 
birth certificate was #20544. GRUNDHOEFER said that he had contacted the 
doctor and nurses at the hospital who stated that MARY BARTON was the actual 
mother of the child. 


GRUNDHOEFER related that he had sent MARY BARTON to dancing school 
and had later learned that she had gone to Berlin, Vienna, and Paris with 
HUNTINGTON HARTFORD. He also claimed that HUNTINGTON HARTFORD had given her 
a, $3'7,C00 diamond ring Which COLT claimed he had sold!to the father of 
SHIRLEY TEMPIE in Hollywood. GRUNDHOEFER stated that he contacted this in- 
dividual telephonically and was told no such ring had been purchased. 
GRUNDHOEFER believed that COLT and his wife were responsible for many of the 
valuable articles belonging to MARY BARTON being unaccounted fors 


He claimed that the trust fund set up for’the child was $1,000,000, 
He also claimed that FLORENCE COLT had obtained the pawn tickets and valuable 
fur coats belonging to MARY BARTON, but he had no proof of this, 


WILLIAM GRUNDHOEFER explained that in connection with the custody 


Suit, brought by him, set out above, that no furth tion, 
fhe ‘lawyers of BENJAMIN VAN RAALIE’ ang HANTFORD made the statements thate 
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accordingly desired to draw a check in favor of Mr, CARLSON in the amount 
of $4,500 and asked CARISON to hold this money in safe keeping for him, 
CARISON declined and told him that in his opinion it would be best to 

place the money in a safe deposit box. COLT readily agreed and secured 
CARLSON!s endorsement on the back of the check in order that he might 
obtain the money. CARLSON said that COLT then used this check as a defense, 
stating that he had paid CARISON in full for his share in the barbecue 
stand although CARLSON did not receive any money. 


CARISON also related that he had joint ownership with COLT in 
two race horses, "PANTHER CREEK® and "BUZZIE JUNIOR". He said that he 
managed to salvage one of these horses out of the deal, 


Mr, CARISON related that his acquaintanceship with FIORENCE was 
begun when FLORENCE, who was then married to WILLIAM Se » resided 
in his neighborhoods 


Mr, CARISON said that his attorney in Miami who handled the court 
proceedings in connection with the J. & J. BAR=BE-CUE STAND incident was 
Mre FRED WARD, 1000 Lincoln Road, Miami Beach. 


RISON. also pointed out that he was uware of the trust fund 
set up in #3 of EDWARD BARTON COLT now in custody of Subject COLT and 
FLORENCE COLT and stated that he had seen checks from this fund made out to 
FLORENCEYCOLTin the sum of $1,000 although he understood that the checks 
were now for approximately $900, He did not recall the name of the bank or 
the person drawing the check, : 


Mrse SIGRID CARLSON and her daughter, Mrs. ROBERT DONCOURT, were 
interviewed at their residence at 96 Irma Avenue, Port Washington, New York, 
by Special Agent William A. Johnson. Neither Mrs, CAPISON nor Mrs, DONCOURT 
could furnish any information as to the birthplace of the subject COLT, but 
Mrs, CARISON stated that she had always thought that COLT had been born ‘iin 
Brooklyn, New Yorka 


Mrs. CARLSON stated that she had known FLORENCE COLT, the subject's 
present wife, for about twenty years, and although she has not seen her for 
over five years, she stated that FLORENCE COLT was one of her best friends, 
According to Mrs. CARISON, FLORENCE COLT was born in North Adams, Massachusetts, 
She stated that FLORENCE COLT was a very fine woman, a Woman of considerable 
means, and she could furnish no derogatory information about her, She verie 
fied all the information as to the marriage of FLORENCE COLT to WILLIAM 
GRUNDHOEFER, the story of the adopted daughter, MARY BARTON, who committed 
suicide in 194], ‘and the story of MARY BARTON's child by GEORGE HUNTINGTON

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a letter received in the New York Office from their Miami Office, COLT 
lived at 302 West leth Street, and was identifiable with the SUPREME 

GRILL INC. on Fifth Avenue. It was indicated he went into bankruptcy in 
February 1935 with liabilities of $2,000 and no assets, and that he went 
into voluntary bankruptcy in December 1934 with liabilities of $22,781 

and no assets. There was criticism of the failure of the SUPREME GRILL 

due to the fact that the chattel mortgage on all assets in the amount of 
$5,000 was held by private persons. The subject was interviewed presumably 
in Miami on January 27, 1942 and denied living at 302 West leth Street and 
claimed that he was not identifiable with the above-named restaurant, He 
stated that he had been a traveling salesman for the BROOKLYN DRESS COMPANY 
and had retired in 1934. In the summer of 1941 COLT and his wife were at 
202 South Rockingham Avenue, Brentwood,Heights, California, returning to 
Florida in September 1941, 


Efforts to locate any record of the BROOKLYN DRESS COMPANY 
through directories and sources of information were negative. 


Miss N. MANNING and Mr, R. W. BERGER, Confidential Secretaries, 
A. & P. COMPANY, 420 Lexington Avenue, advised that GEORGE HUNTINGTON 
_ HARTFORD, JR. is presently in the United States coast Quart anf They 1aBe 
heard from him on August 7, 1945at which time he was stationed on Saipan, 
His address is: Lieutenant G. He Hartford, USCGR, USA, FS-179, Navy 920, 
FPO, San Francisco, California, They also advised that information con= 
cerning him might be obtained through Miss HARDECKER, 435East 52d Street, 
New York City, Telephone Plaza 9-5462, the confidential secretary to the 
HARTFORD family. 


Miss AGNES STANTON, secretary of Mr. CARUTHERS EWING, General 
Counsel for the A&P. COMPANY, 420 lexington Avenue, advised as of September 
27, 1945 that Mr. EWING at the present time is in Danville, Illinois, in 
connection with the A. & P. anti-trust suit where he will remain for the 
next six or eight weeks, According to information set out above, Mr, EWING 
would possibly have information concerning the trust fund set up by GEORGE 
HUNTINGTON HARTFORD, JR. for EDWARD BAPTON COLT or would have access to this 
information. . 


Mr. GUSTAVE I. JAHR, Emigrant Bank Building, 10 East 43d Street, 
Room 1005, advised that Mr. LEWIS LEEDS was associated with him until 
January 1944 at which time he left to accept a position as senior attorney 
with the OPA’in Washington, D. Ce, where he resides at 4310 Brandywine 
Street, N,W., Washington, D. C. He said that Mr. LEEDS handled the cases 
for both Mrs, ANNA COLT and WILLIAM GRUNDHOEFER and has all the papers in 
connection with them,
